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The Cultivation Of 
Will

In some instances the word WILL 
is used to express the desire. For ex- 
ample, For this is the WILL of God, 
@éven your sanctification. God WILLS 
that all should repent and be saved. 

The real meaning of the word is 
positive. “If any man WILL come 
after me, let him deny himself, etc.” 
“Whosoever WILL may take of the 
‘water of life.” 

The WILL is the mortor power 
which brings things to pass. If you 
say, 1 WILL do this or that, you do it; 
but you can’t do it unless it is in 





& . your power to do it. And how can you 


say you will unless you can? You can 
never will to do a thing unless it is 
possible to do it, You may Will in the 
sense of desire, but you cannot WILL 
in the positive. We are only speaking 


» now of the WILL in the positive. You 


say, I will build a house, but if you 
do not build the house your will was 
no will at all or the house would 
have been built. You say, I will try to 
build a house. Then after starting the 
house but failing to accomplish, your 
will was positive for your will was 
not in the building of the house but 
in the trying to build the house. 

It is the will which does the big and 
the little things of the world. Fulton 
said, I will build a steamboat that will 
run, and he did. The Wright brothers 
said, We will fly, and they did. Action 
is the will in motion whether the term 
is expressed or not. You have a feeling 
for a drink of water and without pre- 
meditating the water bucket is sought 
and the thirst quenched. Here is the 
will in motion. 

But what has that to do with our 
Christian experience? A whole lot. 
Jesus said, If any man will do my will, 
he shall know of the doctrine. Here is 
aman who doesn’t try to do God’s will 
but he does it. We all have freedom 
of’ will. God made it so. In other words, 
we can serve God it wé WILL do so. 
God gave’ the power td'béecome the 
sons of God to all who believe on Him. 

But who controls the will? You, the 
egotist, the spirit of man which _ is 


within you. The spirit of man says,. 


Do so, the mind obeys the command, 
gives orders to the feet and hands to 
act. The nervous energy tenses the 
museles, the whole framework gets in 
motion. Ears, eyes, mouth, hands, 
feet, and even the heart receives great- 
er energy to force a greater supply of 
blood all over the body, taking away 
dead tissue like dead and incapacitated 
soldiers removed from the front of bat- 
tle, and supplying fresh material 
where needed. 

Do you see that man turn pale un- 
der a heart searching sermon? His 
knowledge of his sinful life and the 
coming judgment looms up before him, 
His own conviction of truth warns 
him what he ought to do. Two WILLS 
come before him, the will to stay 
whete he is, enjoy the pleasures of sin 
for a season and risk tue wrath 
of God or the WILL to go forward, be 
converted and change the whole con- 
duct of his life. Here is freedom of 
will, just as free as deciding whether 
to buy a certain hat or not. It is easy 
to will to the gratification of the flesh 
ease, idleness, applause, gluttony, 
licentiousness and not to seem to be 
odd or different from the majority of 
those around, but it takes a right smart 
of feeling working upon the emotions 
excited by fear or great desire of some 
object of reward to climb a_ steep, 
rocky hill. To go beyond the ordinary 
requires the cultivation of the will. 

One act of the will may get a young 
man to the mourner’s bench, but it 
takes a daily cultivation of an iron 
will to daily live an odd life and re 
fuse to participate in pleasures indulg- 
ed in by his former companions all 
around him every day. Jesus said, If 
any man WILL come after me. let 
him deny himself daily and take his 
cross and follow me. 

We are told a good way to cultivate 
the will is to do something disagree 
able every day, something that you do 
not like to do. Another good way is 
to do right now what should be done 
and not put it off till some other time. 
A weak will in some respects is no 
will at all and is manifest by inde 
cision constantly putting off what 
should be done now. 

Some begin to do a thing; hesitate; 
maybe I had better do it now; a 
few steps towards it; no, I don’t be 
lieve I will; yes, I had better; the 
mind thinks of something more pleas- 
ant; it is forgotten about; or oh, well I 
will do it some time. Reader, cultivate

OUR PRAYER 
LIFE

I have been impressed to begin my 
articles this assembly year with the 
prayer life, in fact, this has been my 
custom for the last 3 years. I do not 
think that this subject can be exhaust- 
ed. There is no privilege that belongs 
to the Christian that is more helpful 
than his prayer lize. If the enemy can 
get us careless and indolent and cause 
us to fail to pray thru to victory, he 
certainly will win out. Think of the 
world with its confusion, sin and dis- 
appointments from every angle, 
thousands out of work, thousands 
spending their money in riotous living, 
thousands thinking more about their 
paraphernalia, or their appearance in 
public than their influence and the 
good they may do. While this applies 
strictly to the world, I sometimes fear 
that our people become careless and 
indolent. One great writer stated that 
to neglect prayer amd fail to live the 
overcoming life was sin. Of course this 
would come under the sin of omis- 
sion. I believe there are thousands of 
good, Holy Ghost filled people who are 
careless and neglectful along the line 
of their prayer life. If we keep up our 
prayers and feel the abiding presence 
of the Lord, I believe we will have 
victory on every line. The body some- 
times becomes feeble thru lack of 
nourishment and proper food to make 
it strong, so Christians may also be- 
come weak and fail to have that degree 
of overcoming faith if they neglect 
their prayer life. 

I once knew a man who was a power 
for God and filled with the blessed 
Holy Ghost. I will never forget how 
I loved him, in fact, I leaned upon him 
a little too much. I noticed that he be- 
came careless and didn’t suggest to 
Pray as often as he used to and I de- 
tected that there was something 
wrong. I talked to him about it and 
found out that his children had be 
come disobedient and were indulging 
in things that were not right. The love 
for his family had made him _ believe 
that he had a right to throw a mantle 
of charity over their transgressions. I 
didn’t agree with him on this line and 
told him that open rebuke was better 
than secret love. This man finally fail- 
ed God and in talking to me about it 
afterwards he gave me to understand 
that giving away to his own inclina- 
tions and failing to pray thru to vic- 
tory was the cause of his failure. 

I know that the church has all of its 
burdens and business and the different 
positions that men hold and of course 
this has to be, but we cannot be vic- 
torious without we overcome, and we 
will have to overcome thru our prayer 
life and of course Jesus is our inter- 
cessor, He sits at the right hand of 
the Father, pleading for us and is al- 
ways ready to help us. It is thru the 
blood that we have a right to intercede 
to the Father and if the enemy can 





make us excuse ourselves for any 
reason, he has begun to gain the vic- 
tory. I don’t believe there ever has 
been a time when God’s people needed 
to go down before Him and pray until 
they feel that overcoming power more 
than now. I have been studying the 
Bible from every angie in regard to 
the tribulation, Antichrist and his 
reign, the church, its attitude toward 
Jesus and God our Father. I am thor- 
oughly convinced that we are living 
in the last days and that the coming or 
Jesus to catch away His saints is near 
at hand. “He that overcometh shall in- 
herit all things; and I will be his God, 
and he shall be my son.” Rev. 21:7. 

Now I believe it is thru the pray- 
er life on our part that we are to be 
overcomers. 

I am come that they might have life, 
and that they might have it more 
abundantly.” Jno. 10:10. Of course it is 
this abundant life that we are to have 
thru Jesus. All true Christians have 
received lite from Christ./'the g.eatesi 
portion of them however know noltuing 
about the more abundant jiie which He 
is willing to bestow.

I 
have noticed in testimonies some- 
times that little harsh, rasping spirit 
that ruined all the good things _ that 
were said in the testimony. Do you 
know I believe that we can stay so 
close to God and so hia away in 
Christ thru our prayer life that we will 
be dead to all these things ana so 
crucified thru Him that these little 
selfish things wiil not be so promi- 
nent. In my past experience as a Chris- 
tian I have allowed the enemy to some- 
times slip upon me and give expres- 
sions to words of displeasure. Also 
going into the secret place and get- 
ting hold of God by faith I would see

At the close of the service a large part 
of the congregation stood, saying that 
they were gotng to help in the mission 
work.

One particular use or sail is to save 
meat. We apply it to the fresh meal 
and if the salt has its strength or salt- 
ness it wiil save the meat.But if the 
salt has lost its saving power, it is 
cast out, and to be trodden under foot 
of men.” Matt. 5:13. 
then no use to apply it as it would not 
only cause the meat to spoil but would 
also hinder good salt from saving 
the meat. It should therefore be cast 
out. 

The purpose of Christians then is 
to save souls that would otherwise 


be lost. We should then live so our 
lives and testimonies will have the 
reach 


power or influence that will 
people’s hearts and cause them to see 
the love of Jesus in us which will draw 
them to Him. But if a Christian has 
lost his saltness or saving power and 
his life and testimony have no influ- 
ence on the world because they have 
seen the wrong step or action in his 
life and he refuses to fix up but con- 
tinues to produce evil, then Jesus said 
that that Christian (or hypocrite) 
should be cast out. Notice Jesus 
did not say put the old salt in a box 
and set it aside for awhile and then 
go and get it and use it again. But He 
said it was only fit to be trodden un- 
der foot. After one has lost his salt, 
he not only fails to savé souls but be- 
comes a stumbling block to them and 
a hindering cause, hindering those 
who could help save souls. In other 
words, He stands in the doorway and 
hinders those who would enter. Hence 
he should not just be set aside for 
awhile and then taken back to hin- 
der the work again, but should be 
kept out until he has proved himself 
to be the salt of the earth. 

Let us look at ourselves just to see 
if we are acting in the church, at home, 
and everywhere so our lives will draw 
men to Jesus or turn them away. In 
our testimony do we tell what Jesus 
has done for us? or try to tell every: 
body else’s experience? In other words, 
do we actually testify or do we vili- 
fy? Do we throw slurs and insinuations 
at others? If we do the latter, we have 
sost Our savour and will never save a 
soul. 

Dear brothers and sisters. let us be 
sweet in our testimony and in our 
conversations and we will win sinners 
to Jesus. May the Lord bless and keep 
us all in His will until He comes.

For the benefit of those who would 
like to take up the work we are going 
to submit a plan by which our women 
can work. 

First: Election of Officers— 

President 

Vice-President 

Secretary and Treasurer 
Committees 

Local Work Committee 

This committee should look after 
the local work, such as seeing that 
the pastor and his family are com- 
fortable. A pounding occasionally 
should be given where it is needed, 
and any other thing that the local 
work needs should be looked after, so 
far as the women can assist. Their 
meeting should be held the first Tues- 
day in the month. 

FOREIGN WORK COMMITTEE 

This committee should agitate the 
foreign mission work and prepare a 
program once a month along this line, 
and pray especially for the foreign 
work. Their meeting should be held 
the second Tuesday of the month. 

HOME MISSION COMMITTEE 

This committee should have charge 
of the home mission work and pre 
pare a program along this line, and 
pray for the neglected home mission 
fields over the country, especially our 
preachers who are standing in these 
hard places, and it would be nice to 
remember them at the holiday season 
with something substantial. Their 
meeting should be held on the third 
Tuesday of the month. 

MOTHERS’ CLUB WORK 

Once a month the mothers should 
meet to pray for the young people of 
their church, to discuss plans as to 
how to help them. This is a good meet- 
ing to interest other women outside 
of the church as all women are inter- 
ested in praying for their children. 
Many times you can win them by 
sending special invitations to these 





meetings. Bring any good thing to the 
meeting that you have read that will 
help the young mothers that are now 
rearing their children. You may never 
know what this will mean to the 
young mothers. They surely need the 
help we can give them by Our own 
experience of success and failures. The 
Mothers’ Club should arrange where 
possible a nursery where the babies 
could be cared for during the services. 
Of course with the little room that 
many churches have this is impos- 
sible, but this should be agitated un- 
til this would be provided for when 
building churches in the future. It 
would give a much better chance for 
preachers to get the gospel to the peo- 
ple and many young mothers would 
get salvation that could not with a 
baby to care for. Volunteers from the 
Mothers’ Club and from the ¥. PB. 
could be used to take charge of the 
nursery at different times. This could 
be fitted up with conveniences for 
such a place with very little expense. 
This would do away with the babies 
lying all over the floor during the 
services. The Mothers’ Club could be 
held on the fourth Tuesday of the 
month. 

We want to make special mention 
of the requests that come out in the 
Evangel every week. Let us not forget 
to take them one by one and_ hold 
them up to the throne of grace. Our 
brothers and sisters are in trouble 
and we must get under the burden for 
them. I am afraid we do not take 
these requests as seriously as we 
should. 

This gives a program for each week 
and no two are alike. A work carried 
on like this will educate people along 
all lines of church work, however if 
this seems to be elaborate have only 
two committees—The Local Work 
Committee and The Mothers’ Club and 
occasionally have a mission program. 
This will perhaps be best for small 
churches. 

These suggestions are given freely 
with the hope that they may stir the 
women of the church to activity and 
that God may use us mightily during 
the coming year.
